Only 54 of 175 to 200 guards 
and supervisors reported at the 
state penitentiary in Columbus. 
A unit of IOO guardsmen aug­ 
mented the guard force there. 
About 80 guards reported at 
Mansfield 
Reformatory where 
130 would normally be on duty. 
A unit of guardsmen from Ak­ 
ron was sent to Mansfield to 
stand by in case it was needed. 
Adjt. Gen. S. T. DelCorso said 
no national guardsmen were sent 
into the Mansfield reformatory 
immediately. 
Maury Koblentz, chief of the 
Ohio Division of Correction, said 
guard situations were normal at 
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penal institutions at Lebanon, 
London, Marysville, Marion and 
Chillicothe. 
Spokesmen for the striking 
guards at Ohio Penitentiary said 
they are seeking a $1,500 an­ 
nual across-the-board pay raise. 
Koblentz 
said 
present 
wages 
start at $4,990 annually at all 
institutions except at the peni­ 
tentiary where the staring sal­ 
ary is $5,240 annually. 
He noted a bill pending in the 
legislature would increase the 
starting salaries at all institu­ 
tions to $5,630, with a possible 
hazard pay benefit for guards 
at the penitentiary. 
Guard spokesmen said the pay 
raise now under consideration in 
the legislature would only pro­ 
vide $150 more a year and “is 
inadequate.” Guards also are 


asking for full hospitalization. 
Koblentz indicated there would 
be no effort to implement Ohio’s 
Ferguson Act which bars strikes 
be public employes. 
“We expect to explore all le­ 
gal activities,” he said. “ We 
will not make any threats but 


we do have to run the institu­ 
tions.” 
Lt. Col. J a m e s Abraham 
commanded 110 armed guards­ 
men who marched through the 
penitentiary truck entrance at 
6 a m. He said 330 members of 
the 1st Battalion, 166th Infantry, 


were called up to rotate on 
eight hour shifts at the prison. 
Lowell G. Ridenour, deputy 
warden at the penitentiary near 
downtown Columbus, said about 
half of the overnight force of 
80 men volunteered to remain 
on duty. 


Pompidou Bids for 
French Presidency 


PARIS (AP) — Georges Pom­ 
pidou, who served Charles de 
Gaulle for six years as premier, 
today announced hts candidacy 
for the presidency his former 
chief abandoned Monday. 
Pompidou, 57. said he was of­ 
fering his country “the will to 
maintain a continuity and a nec­ 
essary stability, and the hope of 
preparing the future.” 
Pompidou’s 
announcement 
had been expected and he al­ 
ready is a favorite. He an­ 
nounced in January that he 
planned to run in the next presi­ 
dential election, but it was as­ 
sumed then it would not be held 
until De Gaulle’s term expired 
in 1972. 
“ Pomidou 
for 
President” 
clubs are springing up around 
the country, and the former pre­ 
mier has won the endorsement 
of Social Affairs Minister Mau­ 
rice Schumann, 
the UJP, 
a 
young Gaullist group, and an or­ 
ganization of left-wing Gaullists. 
Alain Poher, whose presiden­ 
cy of the senate made him inter­ 
im president of the nation, said 
in 
a 
brief 
radio-television 
speech he hoped the elections 
would take place with “scrupu­ 
lous respect for the law.” 
Meeting parliamentary corre­ 
spondents before the address, 
he said he was sorry Gen. De 
Gaulle had resigned, but, “gen­ 
tlemen. France must go on.” 
Poher, who campaigned for 
the defeat of the reform bill on 
which De Gaulle staked his of­ 
fice, is being mentioned as a 
possible Centrist candidate to 
oppose Pompidou. However, the 
provisional president declined to 
discuss his Ians. 
The election must be held be­ 
tween Mav 18 and June 2, within 
20 to 35 days after De Gaulle's 
resignation. 
Most 
speculation 
settled on June I as the date for 
the first round. Poher said a 
date probably would be set next 
week. 
If no candidate receives a ma­ 
jority on the first vote, a runoff 
is held between the two first- 
round leaders. 
Major parties and factions 
represented in the National As­ 
sembly were meeting to prepare 
for the election. The Socialist 
party’s leadership was to meet 
this afternoon, and the Commu­ 
nists met to decide what to do 
about 
Socialist 
disinterest 
in 
forming a leftist coalition. 
Veteran Socialist leader Guy 
Mo'Iet indicated he was more 
interested in a union with Cen­ 
trist forces and said he would 
support Poher if the interim 
president gets into a runoff with 
Pompidou. 
De Gaulle remained in seclu­ 


sion at his home in Colombey- 
les-Deux-Eglises, while abroad 
speculation about the effect of 
his resignation continued. 
Officials and diplomats at the 
Brussels headquarters of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion foresaw only a slow change 
in French relations with the At­ 
lantic alliance and expected no 
dram atic developments.

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New Phase In Campus Revolt 


The full impact of the Introduction of arms 


fnto the ongoing campus struggle last week is 


je t to be determined. 


What happened at Cornell University will find 
implication at other troubled institutions across 
the land in one way or another. 
A band of Negro students occupied a building 
and took with them a good-sized arsenal. Their 
demands for amnesty were met to end the 
armed occupation of the campus building. 


THE INCIDENT brought varied reactions 
Dr. Kenneth B. Clark, a Negro psychologist 
and member of the New York Board of Re* 
gents, said the outrageous action stimulates the 
sam e feelings of revulsion and sadness experi* 
enced when the Birmingham po ice used cattle 
prods on civil rights demonstrators a few years 
ago. 
The 
psychologist 
said: 
“ These 
spectacles 
must be viewed as serious symptoms of deeo 
disturbances which threaten the foundation of 
our society.” 
Examining the current wave of campus dis­ 
turbances, he was sharply critical of protestei s 
—white 
and black—whose 
tactics 
interfered 
with the freedom and rights of others. 
Dr. Clark warned against regarding campus 
confrontation promoters as “ mere random rev­ 
olutionaries seeking any cause or seeking dis­ 
ruption for its own sake.” 


HE 
DECLARED 
that violent 
tactics 
are 
wrong but cautioned that cause of unrest "m ust 
be remedied by rational processes if our demo­ 
cratic society is to survive.” 


Author Ginton Rossiter, who also is a Cornell 
professor, said a university “ is a place of con­ 
trolled controversy and rational discourse . . • 
there is nothing rational about a gun.” 
A measure to outlaw firearm s on college 
cam puses drew widespread support among New 
York legislators. 


Sen. Edward J. Speno, a Republican and a 
Cornell alumnus, said: “ The threat of armed 
coercion has no place in American education. 
Let us not condemn our youth, but let our youth 


know we condemn what they have done.” 
Students interviewed on the Cornell cam pu* 
had these observations: 


“ I'm afraid there’s a real danger of private 
armies growing up at Cornell.” 


“ I can understand how people from the ghet­ 
tos, the Afros, are lost up here. Even I had 
trouble adjusting when I first got to Cornell. 
The academic environment, the white society— 
I’m sure a lot of them never cam e into contact 
with this before they got here. It’s all right to 
demonstrate, but not to seize buildings or carry 
guns.” 
“ We sympathize with the idea behind the 
takeover—that blacks aren’t getting a 
fair 
shake here—but we can’t sympathize with the 
takeover of the use of guns.” 


A MINORITY of militant Cornell faculty 
members vowed to assist the students in seizing 
another building if the demands to nullify disci­ 
plinary action against five Negro students were 
not met. 
The Cornell faculty bought some time but 
tlon and met the demands. 
Professor Rossiter, who had previously resist­ 
ed student coercion, said he had been “ forced 
bv conscience and by the rational persuasion of 
atudents and faculty” to change his mind. 
A minority of senior professors dissented and 
called the faculty action “ abject capitulation” 
and “ surrender to intimidation.” 
T e Cornell faculty bought some time but 
what else did it buy? How long will it be before 
another disgruntled group of students—white or 
black—fall back on the tactic of threatening the 
use of arm s? 


SEEING HOW WELL armed occupation w rk- 
ed at Cornell, how long will it take for radical 
aetivitists to adopt the method on other camp­ 
uses? 
It is our fervent hope that college and univer­ 
sity leaders throughout the country will be able 
to head off armed conflict but the Cornell pre­ 
cedents of capitulation and impunity will make 
the job difficult. 
It will be a miracle if all our citadels of intel- 
lectualism avert the spilling of blood. 


Nutritional Shortchanging 


Are we Americans being nutrionally short­ 


changed foodwise? 


In this land of plenty, this affluent nation 


which has such a great quality of food that we 


can give It away In massive amounts through 
foreign aid programs and accumulate surpluses 
even though paying farm er* to limit their pro­ 
duction, is the quality of some our foodstuffs 
diminishing? 
This, in essence, is what the U.S. House of 
Representative’s Committee on Agriculture has 
been told by Dr. Arnold Schaefer of the Public 
Health Service. 


HE TOLD THE COMMITTEE there is less vi­ 
tamin D-enriched milk on the market today 
than five years ago and much less than 10 or 
20 years ago. And yet “ the cost of enriching 100 
gallons of milk is less than one cent” according 
to Dr. Schaefer. 
The lack of vitamin D in the diet causes rick­ 
ets. 
Preliminary findings of a malnutrition 
study being conducted by the Public Health Ser­ 
vice among the poor show 5 per cent of *he 
children examined have rickets. And this in the 
face of the health service’s belief that rickets 
had been eradicated from the United States in 
the 1930s. 


In his testimony, Dr. Schaefer, said there also 
Is far less iodized salt on the market today than 
a decade ago. Cost of adding the iodine is esti­ 
mated to be one-fourth of a cent per individual 
per year. 
Goiter, another condition which medical sci­ 
ence believed to be eradicated 20 to 30 years 
ago (by the introduction of iodized salt), also 


has staged a comeback. The University of 


Michigan recently completed its 600th goiter op­ 
eration within a year. 


Many preprocessed foods do not use iodized 
salt, just as most prenared cake mixes and 
rolls contain no enriched flour, Dr. Schaefer ex­ 


plains. In fact, he says there is 60 per cent less 


enriched flour in the stores today than 10 to 15 
years ago. 


The Public Health Service puts the blame for 


these conditions on the food industry and says it 
is contributing to malnutrition in the nation, 
particularly among the poor. 


ASKED WHY THE GOVERNMENT doesn’t 
require all flour to be enriched, Dr. Schaefer 
replied that to do so would involve the health 
aervice in civil rights. 


In making his report, however, the health 
service official is alerting the nation to the hid­ 
den danger of malnutrition. Hopefully, it will 
compel food makers to improve the quality of 
their products first and then advertise how they 
have done so. 


The Public Heaith Service truly is living up 
to its name in rendering this service to the 
American people. It should be commended and 
encouraged to continue its diligence in the puo- 
lic interest.

He got 
those company shares on May 
13, 1965 — and he was per- 
victor niesei 
sona extremely grata in company circles until 
death parted them. 
The ever-embattled 
New 
York 
Waterfront 
Commission did the best it could. Recently in a 
quixotic mood, commission counselors even pre­ 
sented this evidence of Mafia influence in the 
vast New York harbor to the New York and 
New Jersey 
legislatures.

They said 
they were covering the flower ahow at the 
Coliseum and they didn’t have any cam eras 
available.” 


“ That’s a hell of a note. It’s just like the 
bourgeois, racist, capitalistic TV media to 
ignore the revolution. What do we do now?”

THIS ISN’T CYNICISM. This is fact. Ju st 


watch some congressmen line up on the appro­ 
priations and legislation requested by the Presi­ 
dent. They’ll give him a hard time, though he 
has said — with low-voiced understatement: 


“ Not a single one of the 24 Cosa Nostra fami­ 
lies has been destroyed. They are more firmly 
entrenched and more secure than ever befor.” 
Mr. Nixon, on the advice of John Mitchell’s 
Justice Department, plans to expa d the anti­ 
racketeering strike force technique now used in 
eight cities. These will be turned into perma­ 
nent units. Then, in coming months, four more 
headquarters will be opened — Kansas City, 
and New Orleans are expected to be the first. 
The other 12 headquarters will spread eastwar.i 
from the West Coast, according to one Justice 
Dept, source. Eventually there will be units in 
such 
widely 
separated cities 
as Cleveland, 
Pittsburgh and Tampa. 


They’ll be well staffed compared with the 
current strike forces, made up of five attorneys 
and seven or eight investigators. At first they’ll 
concentrate on the metropolitan center in whi^h 
they set up shop. Some will move swiftly — as 
is the Newark strike force, now about to ask a 
grand jury for several indictments. Some will 
take a year, for without continuity, without any 
files, without many contacts, they will have to 
start clean. 


THEN, IN A few years, as they form a grid 
across country, they’ll be turned into regional 
offices. They’ll fan out of the big cities and 
across each state. They’ll funnel their informa­ 
tion back to the Organized Crime and Racket­ 
eering Section, which may soon be upgraded to 
a full Justice Dept, division. Facts will be com­ 
puterized. With an additional 415 FBI agents in 
the field, bringing the total to 6,800 (out of an 
FB I staff of 17,000), the computer’s memory 
box hardly will be vacuous. 


Furthermore, there will be no wasteful 
competition between U.S. attorneys or between 
the “ locals” and the federáis. There will be no 
battling for witnesses or cases. There will be 
memoranda of agreement on cooperation, juris­ 
diction, manpower and money. And about time, 
too. 


There will be the pooling, for example, of 
wiretap information. In the past this has linked 
the mob with at least two members of the Con­ 
gress — and it should be remembered that the 
authorities tap racketeers, not congressmen. It 
was the tap on the underworld which turned up 
the voices of those two members. 


It will be more difficult for the underworld to 
communicate with their political protectors. It 
will be tougher to hold crime summit sessions, 
even out on a yacht, as the mob has done re­ 
cently. 


The 20 field offices will mean constant pres­ 
sure, building of files, familiarity with the Cosa- 
Nostra operations on a street by street basis, 
business by business, local by local basis. 
That is, if Congress comes up with the money 
— $61 million. It may not.

D A V I D L A W R E N C E 
Postal 
Rate Hike 


WASHINGTON — The government does more 
to create Inflation than is perhaps resized 
Thus, the administration has just proposed to 
Congress an Increase in postal rates. 
While many letters and other articles put in 
the mails are exchanged between individuals, a 
large proportion of the postal revenue is collect­ 
ed from private businesses. As postal rates go 
up, the charges to the consumer have to be 
raised accordingly. 
Perhaps the most unfortunate phase of »he 
government’s hike in postal rates is related to 
the discrimination that is practiced. A person 
may drop a letter in the mailbox near his home 
addressed to a store or a friend In the same 
city but the postage stamp costs just as much 
as if the letter were going 3.000 miles awav. 
There was a time when the Post Office De­ 
partment made a lower charge for letters to 
addresses within a city but this practice ha* 
been discontinued. 
EVEN HIGHER COSTS for letters or articles 
mailed to the Midwest or points across the con­ 
tinent by residents of the East would cause lit­ 
tle resentment if prompt delivery were assured. 
But it takes a long time for some letters to 
reach destinations and the increases in postage 
which have been made in recent years have not 
helped matters at all. 
In fact, private companies now are carrying 
lots and lots of packages long distances so as to 
insure prompt delivery. But even when publica­ 
tions, for instance, are sent across the continent 
by private airplane or trucking service, they 
must then be delivered to a post office and the 
regular postage rates have to be paid just the 
same. 
Such inequitable factors have been given lit­ 
tle consideration by Congress. It costs, for in­ 
stance, less in postage to send a newspaper or 
other publication by what Ls known as second- 
class mail. 
But the rates have been steadily moved uo 
and it now is proposed that they shall be ra std 
another 20 per cent in the next year. These in­ 
creases will undoubtedly be passed on to the 
consumer, so the general public will have to 
pay more. 
The printed word is. of course, fundamental 
in the educational .process of the nation and 
there are still vast numbers of citizens who get 
their basic information from the print media. 
But the public pays a relatively small amount 
because advertising revenues are expected to 
meet the expenss and provide a profit. This 
doesn’t always happen and many a publication 
of large circulation has gone out of business be­ 
cause it could not get enough advertising to 
sustain itself. 
One of the principal reasons why the publica­ 
tions are having difficulties today is that their 
competitors—television and radio—are absorb­ 
ing a large part of-the advertising revenue in 
the country. 
Although radio and television companies col­ 
lect hundreds of millions of dollars each year 
from advertising “ commercials,” they pay to 
the government only a sm all license fee for us­ 
ing the airwaves. The charge is 75 dollars to a 
radio station for three years and 150 dollars to 
a TV station for three years. 
Today, too, as a large number of trains have 
been discontinued, transportation by rail of 
package mall has been substantially dimin­ 
ished. Anybody who prints a publication that 
has to be distributed across the land has to add 
to other costs the heavy expenses of using 
trucks and commercial airplane service in or­ 
der to reach all parts of the country promptly. 
Many publishing companies also have to 
bear the cost of sorting the mail in advance 
and putting it in pouches to help get better de­ 
livery from the Post Office Department. 
A PUBLICATION PAYS a relatively uniform 
rate of postage for news and editorial sections 
but the postage cost for the advertising pages 
varies according to the distance from the mail­ 
ing point. This runs up to four times more for 
delivery in one area than In another and consti­ 
tutes, in effect, a tax on advertising. 
Many companies that deliver publications all 
over the United States would not object to the 
rates they are being charged if they could be 
assured of prompt delivery. 
But they wonder why their competitors in 
television and radio are immune from any gov­ 
ernment levies at all on the advertising they 
distribute over the air through channels allocat­ 
ed to them by the Federal Communications 
Commission. 
Meanwhile, as postal rates go up, prices of 
publications go up. And that’s the story of infla­ 
tion In America in many a business and indus­ 
try.

Celtics, Lakers 
Battle Tonight

BOSTON (AP) - The Boston 
Celtics,* tested pressure cooker 
playoff veterans, rule a slight 
favorite to defeat the Los An­ 
geles Lakers and square their 
best-of-7 series for the National 
Basketball 
Association cham 
pionship tonight. 
The Celtics, bidding for their 
11th NBA title in 13 years since 
player-Coach Bill Russell joined 
the team as a rookie, are deter­ 
mined to make their home court 
advantage stand up and even 
the series at two games apiece. 
After blowing leads and drop­ 
ping the first two games in Los 
Angeles, the Celtics, blew a 17- 
point lead in the third period, 
but bounced back to win 111-105 
Sunday on the hot shooting of 
John Havlicek and Larry Sieg­ 
fried. 
No team has ever lost the first 
two games and come back to 
win the NBA championship. The 
Celtics, although opening up 
with a line-up ot live players av­ 
eraging 32 years of age, hope to 
come out running—and keep 
running against Wilt Chamber­ 
lain & Co. 
“ Running is the key to our 
game,” says Havlieke the Bos­ 
ton captain who has scored 114 
points in three games. “ We’ve 
got to keep it up. 
The Lakers, who are seeking 
their first NBA tit'e after win­ 
ning the Western Division play­ 
offs, had a 5-2 edge on Boston 
during the regular season. How­ 
ever, they are looking for a bet­ 
ter defense to stop the Celtics. 
“ We’ve got to improve our de­ 


fense,” Los Angeles Coach Bill 
van Breda Kolff said. “ That’s 
the big thing. Other than that, 
after playing 100-plus games 
there’s no sense changing things 
around now.”

West, 
the 
veteran 
sharp-shooter led the Lakers 
Sunday with 24 points, com 
pared with outputs of 53 and 41 
in the first two games. 
“ We knew it wouldn't be 
cakewalk here,” West said in 
summing up the feelings of the 
Lakers. “ We knew the Celtics 
wouldn’t quit. They never have 
and never will. I ’m looking for­ 
ward to another tremendously 
tough game.” 
The fifth game is set for 
Thursday in Los Angeles.

Police Clash 
With Negroes 
In Two Cities 


Negroes clashed with police in 
San Francisco and drove police 
and firemen from the scene of a 
fire in Cairo, 111., with gun shots 
in outbursts of violence. Two 
fire bombings 
caused 
minor 
damage in a Negro district of 
Des Moines, Iowa. 
The disturbance in San Fran 
cisco broke out after police raid­ 
ed a headquarters, of the Black 
Panther party Monday night. 
A television cameraman was 
beaten by a group of Negro 
youths and hospitalized with 
broken facial bones. Passers-by 
were 
threatened, 
cars 
were 
smashed and passing 
police 
cars peppered with bottles and 
rocks until a fog rolled in and 
cooled tempers. Police arrested 
16. 
Firebombings 
and 
sporadic 
gunfire flared in Cairo in a 
third straight night of racial 
disturbance. 
Cause of the outbreak of vio­ 
lence was not known. The city 
of 9,000 had been tense for more 
than a month since Negroes 
complained of harassment by a 
white vigilante group called the 
White Hats. 
Fires broke out Monday night 
in two homes, a tavern and a 
grocery store located near Pyr­ 
amid Courts, a predominantly 
Negro housing project which 
has been the scene of past dis­ 
turbances. 
Two fires attributed to incen­ 
diary bombs broke out in the 
predominantly Negro area near 
north side of Des Moines Mon­ 
day night. There had been a se­ 
ries of 
such 
fires 
since the 
headquarters of the Black Pan­ 
ther party was hit by an explo­ 
sion Sunday.
